UAI1GAGEMEN AS POSTMASTERS IO CONFER WITH THE PRESIDENT 


T his Decision Is in Response to a P e ­ 
tition by Many Leading News­ 
papers of the Country. 


W ashington, Aug. I L — P ostm aster 
G eneral Payne lias decided to mako 
the experim ent of employing baggage­ 
men on train s which are not provided 
with mail clerks to take charge of and 
deliver open new spaper mail. 
This 
(.el ision has been readied after m uch 
consideration and in response to a pe­ 
tition filed by m any of the leading 
new spaper publishers of the country, 
who asked the postoffice depart men*; 
to provide facilities for distributing 
open bundies of papers along the lines 
from train s which carry only closed 
pouches. 
T here are a large num ber 
of such trains, and as the dep artm en t 
ii. not represented by an employe on 
them the p o stm aster general declined 
ti 
assum e responsibility for paper t 
not enclosed in the pouches. 
Second 
A ssistant P o stm aster General Shallen- 
berger then suggested Hie expedient 
of employing the baggagemen to taka 
charge of the mail in such cases and 
the suggestion was adopted. 
T he plan annteniplates that the bag- 
g agem asters shall be sworn in as post­ 
office d e p artm en t employes and th at 
they shall he paid for th eir services. 
Ii is intended that they shall deliver 
the papers to those to whom they are 
addressed at points along the line 
from the car doors, thus .saving much 
tim e which would be lost in case the 
papers were enclosed in the pouches. 
as this would necessitate their being 
taken to the local postoffices before 
they could he delivered to agents. 
It 
is estim ated that Hie cost of tho ser­ 
vice through the baggagemen will bo 
much less than if postoffice employes 
w ere supplied for ail such trains.

More ludicrous things have hap­ 
pened and are happening in real life 
than even the greatest humorists put 
v ithin the covers of a book or uttered 
on the rostrum. 
One of these funnv 
events was the first attempt made to 
reaeh Pittsburg by river from Steu­ 
benville, 
When the art of steamboat- 
Ing was yet in its early infancy a 
small craft was constructed ai Steu­ 
benville. 
She was the first ever made 
there, and the ignorance of her build­ 
ers accounts for many of the laugh 
able mishaps with which she met. 
One day everything was in readiness 
and the novel conveyance left the 
wharf, if there was one at that time, 
about 2 o’clock in the afternoon. One 
f»f the passengers has put on record 
that the boat went so fast for the first 
mile "that the crowd on shore were 
1 (for they seemed unwilling to lose 
sight of usi at their best gait to keep 
| up with u s!” 
In some cases the current was all 
hut too much for the little engines, so 
every passenger was summoned on 
deck to help the thing along hy pol­ 
ing and pulling on the overhanging 
bushes. Two miles had been traversed 
, in this way when 
the 
force-pump 
broke necessitating a long delay. 
At 
10 the next morning a fresh start was 
made, and by hard work Brown's Isl­ 
and. four miles from the town they 
had left, was sighted hy noon. 
Here 
the last straw 
was 
placed on the 
camel's back, for, do what they would 
there was no stemming the current at 
the lower end of the Island. 
This set 
most of the passengers “together by 
the ears.” and loud was the cursing 
and growling. 
However, by the ad­ 
vice of a quiet and very influential old 
gentleman, the boat was tied up for 
the night, the attempt to be renewed 
in the morning. 
Quite a number of 
persons from that region 
c a m e on 
hoard during the evening and a dance 
was Indulged in. 
The next mornlnc 
no better success attended the prog 
ress of the expedition, and It was 
agreed to give up the trip, the boat to 
return to town, lie repaired, and to trv 
the journey again in a few days. 
Ac 
cordlngly the four miles, which it had 
taken three days to come when going 
up stream, wns accomplished in a few 
hours when returning. 
A week later the trial was again 
made, this time with greater success 
The boat was so much improved that 
she went as fast as three miles an 
hour, and some 20 miles had been 
passed oxer when the force-pump brok ’ 
beyond hope of repair Nothing daunt­ 
ed, the resolute passengers agreed to 
act In place of the pump, filling the 
boilers hy means of buckets. 
What with becoming drenched with 
the xvater and getting stuck on shal­ 
lows almost every time a landing was 
made to fill the boilers, they had a 
sorry time of it. 
Notwithstanding theso draxvliacks, 
they managed to keep going ahead all 
the time until it was discovered that 
the coal was all used up. 
A halt was 
made and a cargo of rails split and 
taken on hoard, only to prove of in­ 
sufficient heating power to overcome 
the current. 
Thereupon, when the 
| boat was "going ahead backwards,' 
the passengers all Idamed it on the 
eaptain, who pitched into the pilot, 
saving that hh kept the boat too far 
from shore. 
To prove that he was 
right the captain ihen ordered the 
pilot to run close to shore, which being 
done, a heavy current turned the boat 
j around and 
carried 
her broadside, 
high and dry, on a liar below. 
This mishap produced most disas­ 
trous results. 
The pilot threatened to 
desert and a civil 
w’ar 
broke out 
among the passengers. 
But that same 
good old man's pacific counsels pro- 
xailed, and it wa*. agreed that the cap* 
I ta*n should go ashore and have n load 
of coal brought front the nearest mine, 
while the rest shoutd try to get the 
boat into deep water. 
She was. after 
hard work, taken off the bar and run 
under a precipitous hank, on which 
the wagon of coal was backed up to

Trip Made Finally After Many Mis­ 


haps and Ludicrous Incidents 
Time

More ludicrous things have h a p - ! 
pened and are happening in real life 
th an even th e g reatest hum orists put > 
w ithin the covers of a book or uttered j 
on the rostrum . 
One of these funnv j 
events was the first attem pt m ade to 
reach P ittsb u rg by river from Steu-j 
ben Ville. 
W hen the art of ste am b o at-! 
ing was yet in its early infancy a 
small craft w as constructed at Steu-| 
benville. 
She was the first ever made 
there, and the ignorance of her build 
ers accounts for many of the laugh 
able m ishaps with 
w'hich 
she met. 
One day everything was in readiness 
arid the novel conveyance left 
the 
wharf, if th ere was one at th at time, 


I about 2 o ’clock in the afternoon. 
One 


I of the passengers has put on record 
that the boat w ent so fast for th e first 
mile “that the crowd on shore were 
! (tor they seemed unwilling to lose 
sight of usi at th eir best gait to keep 
up with u s ! ” 
In some eases the c u rren t w as all 
but too m uch for the little engines, sn 
every passenger was sum m oned on 
deck to help the thing along by pol­ 
ing and pulling on the overhanging 
bushes. Two miles had been traversed 
in this way w hen 
the 
force-pump 
broke necessitating a long delay. 
At 
IO the next m orning a fresh start was 
made, and by hard work Brown s is! 
and, four miles from the town they 
had left, w as sighted by noon. 
Hero 
the last straw 
was 
placed on the 
cam el’s back, for. do what they would, 
th ere was no stem m ing the current at 
the lower end of the island. 
This s^r 
most of the passengers ‘‘together by 
the ears.” and loud was tho cursing 
and growling. 
However, by the ad­ 
vice of a quiet and very influential cl I 
gentleman, the boat was tied up for 
the night, the attem pt to be renewed 
in the morning. 
Quite a num ber of 
persons from 
that 
region cam e on 
hoard during the evening and a dance 
was Indulged in. 
The next morning 
no b etter success attended the prog 
ress of th e expedition, and it was 
agreed to give up the trip, tho boat to 
return to town, be repaired, and to trv 
the journey again in a few days. 
Ac­ 
cordingly tho four miles, which it had 
taken three days to rom e when going 
up stream , w":s acc rnpushed In a few 
hours when returning. 
A week 
late r th** trial was 
again 
made, this tim e with 
g re ater success 
The boat was so much improved that 
she went as fast as th ree miles an 
I.our, and 
som e 20 miles had 
been 
passed over when the force-pump brnk 1 
beyond hope of repair. Nothing daunt­ 
ed, the resolute passengers agreed to 
act in place of the pump, filling the 
boilers by m eans of buckets. 
W hat with becoming drenched with 
the w ater and getting stuck on shal­ 
lows almost every tim e a landing was 
m ade to fill the boilers, they Ii ad a 
sorry tim e of it. 
N otw ithstanding these draw backs, 
they m anaged ti* keep going ahead all 
the tim e until it w as discovered that 
the coal w as all used tip 
A halt was 
m ade and ti cargo of rails split and 
taken on board, only to prove of in­ 
sufficient heating power to overcome 
the current. 
Thereupon, w hen the 
! boat w as “ going ahead backwards, 
the passengers all blam ed it on the 
captain, who pitched into the pilot 
saying that hb kept the boat too far 
from shore. 
To prove that he was 
right the captain then ordered the

The war party of th'* 
enemy was a good-sized one, and did 
not think it worth while to rover up 
Its trail, so the pursuers had no trou 
Ie in following. 
Brady, after disrov 
ering the line of flight, used short 
lits by which he was able to overtake 
the 
redskins 
toward 
evening. 
He 
found them, just as he had expected, 
making camp by a noted large spring 
For over three hours the four scouts 
lay and watched the hostiles, and were 
tejoiced to see that all the captives 
were safe, though much frightened 
Finally, about IO o’clock, th** Indian 
ramp was wrapped in slumber. 
Then 
the four men began to creep carefully 
forward on their dangerous errand of 
destruction against 13 warriors. 
The 
Indians lay in a semi-eircle. 
Brady, 
Gray and Bevington were to strike at 
the center and ends of the line, while 
Briggs was to secure the guns of tho 
foe. which wnre piled against a tree 
near tho fir'*. The scent* which follow­ 
ed is tine of til** most remarkable in 
border annals 
Guns, of course, were 
not available in such a fight, so knives 
and tomahawks were tho weapons to' 
lie de{**nd‘‘d upon. 
The fhroe wary 
scouts’ reached tile sleeping enemy at 
the same moment, and three simul­ 
taneous strokes of their knives quiet­ 
ly slew* three Indians. 
Three more 
strokes and six Indians were dead 
and no outcry. Once again the deadly 
blades were driven home, but one of 
the third trio of victims required two 
blows to finish him, and in his strug­ 
gle he awakened tho sleeper next to 
him 
This fellow tried to cry out, 
but Brady's knife finished him before 
he could mak** any disturbance. 
Ten 
of the party were now slain in this 
remarkable manner, and but three re­ 
mained. 
Of these. Brady killed one 
with his knife and one with his toma­ 
hawk. while Briggs, who had by this 
time gotten the guns, turned and shot 
the last one dead. 
Thus ends this a1 
most incredible yet strictly true story 
of singlehanded combat. 
Brady had 
killed six if the enemy. Gray and Bev­ 
ington had accounted for three each. 
and Briggs had faithfully performed 
the duty assigned to him. and inci­ 
dentally had killed the last of (hp 
party. 
In the early part of the fight 
tho women and children 
had 
fled 
screaming into the woods, but they 
were now recalled and escorted in 
safety to Fort Pitt. Tho scene of this 
wonderful deed of frontier ranger ven­ 
geance is known to this day as Bloody 
Spring, and this is only a sample of 
the brave acts of Sam Brady.
